A most interesting volume for its antiquity, iia calligraphy, its coniecta, and tOs 
associations.

At the end there is anochor 
defaced inscription older than 1 B’s possession “Thys is Wylliam Tallys boke God 
the Kyngke.’’ This is probably of ihe time <»f Edward VI, and William mixst kav* 
been related to the famous Thomas 'I'allis. The quasi*royal binding done lor 1 B 
would have been justified by Dr. John Buirs position in the Chapel Royal imte 
Queen Elizabeth. 

On fol. 72 there is a figure of a man in a bine cap rimmed with gold, a 
brown cloak fringed with gold, and green hose and shoes.

John Walton, Canon of Oseney, was the best versifier of bis time. 

He wrote the work in 1410 at the request of Lady Elizabeth Berkeley. 

In the dedication he alludes “ To Chaucere that was ffloure of 
Rethorik,” and to “ Gowere that so oraftilie doth trete.” There are 
very few MSS. of the poem to be found outside of public libraries. 

The text was printed at the monastic press of Tavistock in 1525, 
but that volume is one of the rarest of books of which even the 
British Museum has no copy. 

From some scribbled notes, we learn that this MS. belonged to the 
Chapman family in London, in the fifteen sixties. 

In this MS. the secondary form of the letter r which usually 
resembles 2 is always so written as to appear more like a 3 than a 2 .

He says, in his dedication, concerning 
the poems which (not foolishly . . to appropriate to mvselfe that which is not my 
owne) I have onely transcribed from a better ren." As tnere is said to exist another 
MS. of the same contents, dedicated to Lord Baltimore, and entirely in the hand¬ 
writing of Ralph Crane, the latter may be considered the author. The music, however, 
appears only in this T. S. manuscript. A stanza from the piece upon Easter :

With regard to an instrument for mounting 
or dismounting ordnance, he says that he saw it ** by chance In the possession of one 
William Fletcher, as then Gonners mate of the Green Dragon, but, as he confessed, he 
never knew th’use nor the autor ... I made it general! by adding the two sights and 
making the base moueable.”—On the leaf numl^red 69 there is a Printing-press which 
the author says he designed, primarily in consequence of the extortionate charges of 
the professional typographers. No. 70 is another printing-press of greater size and 
power. No. 71 is a press for the printing of engraved plates. 

The text is addressed to ** Your Honour ” frequently, but the first leaf, which 
probably contained a dedication with the names, is lost.

This is the work of a man who was no poetaster. From internal eridence, he was 
bom in 1616, placed in a Unirersity in 1630, married to a lady named Eliaa 1649 or 
1650, had a daughter Eliza who died in 16.51. His religion smacks of CatholkitT, hot 
ho was a Church of England man, and ordained in 1647. He visited his parents oa 
17 May 1652, but his poetry comes to a sudden end in June 1652. Much of it was 
written for music, and some pieces were set for voices and violin and published in his 
own time, by B. C., T. T., and R. M., but the greater part is unpublished.

Beneath it, and on page 11, there are two statements signed by 
Nesmond; in the second of which he certifies that the last item of expenditure was a 
sum of 1965 livres paid for the reparation of Dumbarton Castle to the Sieur de Flamin 
commanding there in the service of the Queen of Scotland.—On the reverse of the 
eighth leaf the document is endorsed with its description and the date 25 July 1570.

An escutcheon in one of the miniatures shows that the book was 
illuminated for a member of the Breton family of Tournemine; 
probably Gilles Tournemine, a distinguished warrior in the second 
half of the fifteenth century. 

This is the same text as appears in the British Maseum Addi¬ 
tional MS. 9785, but here we have a folio ou vellum with miniatures, 
while the B. M. copy is in quarto on paper without miniatures. The

The book appears to have been written in fifteen quires, of which 
the last had ten leaves, the others being in eights; which would 
amount to 121 written leaves and a final blank. We have only 109 
leaves in consequence of the following deficiencies.

There are a g^reat many specially French saints in the Calendu, 
but the chief one is “S. Bomainge ” on the, 23 October, written in gold. 
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His name is the only one so decorated, except the saints of the early 
Church. This ought to be decisive that the MS. was written in Nor¬ 
mandy, but there are some names which seem to point rather to Picardy 
than to Normandy as the region of the book’s origin. Bomain is not in 
the Litany, which however includes S. Judocus or Josse, who is not 
in the Calendar. We may therefore assign the book to some place 
between Rouen and Ponthien, perhaps Abbeville. 

The miniatures are: St. tfohn at Patmos, the Annunciation, the 
Visitation, the Nativity, the Warning of the Shepherds, King David, 
the Crucifixion, the Descent of the Holy Ghost, the Service for the 
Dead, the Virgin and the dead Christ.

Among the Saints in the Calendar are Miiborga, David, Edward, Cuthbert, 

Richard, Alphege, Fremnnd (an English martjrr), Dnnstan, Augustin of Canterbury, 

Edmond the Archbishop, Transl. of Richard, iSrans. of Inward, Alban, Transl. of 
Thomas of Canterbuiy, Mildred (a duplex), Transl. of Swithin, King Oswald, Cuth- 
borga, Trans, of Edward, Wulfram, Prideswida, Brice, Edmnnd Archb., Edmund 
the King, Hugh of Lincoln, Thomas of Canterbuxr. Such mistakes as Albin for 
Alban, as Erede swicke for Frideswida, indicate a mreign writer, but the Use is the 
Romanised Anglican of some place in England where Mildred was held in high 
reverence.

The Calendar is in 
French, as are also the rubricated headings of many of the prayers, 
and the two sets of Prayers which begin Douce Dame and Beau sire 
Dieu.

The figure-designs in the miniatures have a stately repose in their 
attitudes which resembles rather the Italian style than the French, 
the work, however, being unmistakably French.

It is possible, notwithstanding Gifford’s opinion to the contrary, that the boc^ is 
not in Ben Jonson’s autograph ; but its value in any case is very high as a unique MS. 
giving the best form of the text, and as being considerably anterior to the printed 
editions.

It 
represents Philip of Savoy, who was, in 1470, in the service of his 
kinsman, Charles of Burgundy, and who bore the title of Count of 
. Beaugey and Bresse. He afterwards become Duke of Savoy on the 
death of his grand-nephew in 1496, but only lived till 1497. 

This is a fine example of Burgundian work, and highly interesting 
for its historical associations.

This beautiful volume can hardly be equalled in any public 
library, for the extraordinary freshness and purity of its condition. 

The vellum is perfectly white and smooth, the ample margins have 
never been touched since the day the book was originally bound, the 
colours and the gilding are as bright as when they were first laid 
on, and from beginning to end, the pages wear an air of distinction 
and sumptuous magnificence which is very rarely to be seen. 

There are two leaves in front of the Calendar, which were 
originally blank, but on which a hand of the early part of the sixteenth 
century has written “ La grande Confession generalle.”

A GREAT RARITY: tbe Complete Greek text of the hmioas Alex¬ 
andrian Geographer, bnt without any maps. This text is marked on 
the first page as having been corrected and annotated (about 
l;i20-25) by Nicephoras Gregoras, the Byzantine historian, and to him 
is probably due the substitution of leaves 61-101 (completing the 
book) for the original 61-74 (which had left the book unfinished, and 
which are still preserved at the end of the MS.). To him also we may 
ascribe the insertion of 21 blank leaves between leaf 80 and 81—this 
having been done probably for the purpose of getting maps to illustrate 
the book. 

The MS. is therefore of considerable interest from more 
than one point of view, and is in no degree inferior (but rather 
superior) to the codex of the same age which was published in fac¬ 
simile by Didot.

The language of these Pageants betrays a 
northern origin and the Secunda Pastorum, described by Mr. Collier 
as “ the most singular Piece in the whole collection,** offers local 
allusions tending strongly to corroborate the claim of Woodkirk to 
the production of these Mysteries. The word Wakefield, written by 
the original scribe in the heading of the first and of the third piece, 
seems however to indicate beyond a doubt that the mysteries were 
played in that town. The editor of the volume published for the 
Surtees Society did not observe this fact. He was evidently under 
the impression that “ Wakefield ** was in the same somewhat later 
Land in which are written in one place the word “ barkers,** in the 
other the word “ glovers,** and in a third and fourth “ lytsters ** and 
fysshers **—the names of the guilds or trades which performed the 
pieces in question. But whether Woodkirk or Wakefield be the spot 
in which this volume was produced—and the two places are not far 
apart—the MS. remains a wonderful and priceless monument of old 
Hnglish dramatic literature, and one of the chief glories of the literary 
Listory and language of Yorkshire. 

It is not known when this volume first came into the possession 
of the Towneley family. Their early connection with Yorkshire, as 
well as Lancashire, enables us to surmise that it may have formed 
part of the Towneley collection at a remote period, or that at least it 
was in the fine library formed by John Towneley, who died in 1607, 
whose great love for his books was evinced by the bindings in which 
be had them covered, all bearing his arms and motto.

This book furnished a splendid opportunity for the exhibition of palffiognphical 
learning. Some scholars put it in the sixth century, others in the tenth; Sir E. M. 

Thompson finally placed it about the year 800, at which period (in his opinion) the 
writer transcribe it from a much older MS., imitating the writing and the draught- 
manship of his original. The text is in Rustic capitals, with uncial headings ; and at 
the end, in the same hand is the Athanasian Cree, which religious people will not 
allow to have existed before the ninth century.

seems to point to a son-in-law of Bartbolomeo Popoleschi, who had 
died three or four years before the date of the MS. 

This fine Florentine MS. is in admirably fresh condition, and is 
beantifnlly written in Gothic characters, in double columns, 35 lines 
to the column. There are occasional notes by either the scribe or the 
first owner, making references chiefly to Livius, which are handsomely 
written in the Roman minuscule of the time. The date given above 
is in the hand of the annotator, and on a flyleaf at the end, but it 
evidently indicates the period of the completion of the text.

This copy, formerly belonging to Lea-Wilson, afterwards to Dnnn 
Ghirdiner, and lastly to Lord Ashbnmham, is superior to any other 
tnown copy except the Leicester and the Osterley copies. The title 
'was when Lea Wilson owned it supplied for him in facsimile from the 
Lieicester copy, by Harris, and that.facsimile leaf is still retained to 
show the variation between the genuine title now inserted and the 
Jjeicester title. In the first place there is a list of contents on the back 
of the Leicester title, while the page is left absolutely blank in our 
genuine title. In the second place, among the inscriptions on the 
'woodcuts we find the words Go once and Gospel twice. The three 
capitals G appear in Harrisse’s facsimile of the Leicester title in a 
peculiar Gothic shape resembling 8 ; while in our genuine first title it 
IS a true G in which the curves are divided by two parallel vertical 
strokes. Now as the London-printed title retains in its border the 
S-shaped G, this other original title in which the genuine G is found, 
must have been anterior to the title in the Leicester copy. 

It may be confidently said that no other such copy as the above 
can ever come into the market, and the man who would secure a 
'volume of such extraordinary character and value must be quick in 
making his purchase. 

In his dedication to the King, Coverdale says he thought it was 
his duty— “ when I had translated this Bible, not onely to dedicate this 
translacyon unto your Highnesse, but wholy to commytte it unto the 
same to the intent ^that . . it may stonde in your Graces handes to 
corrects it, to amend it . . my poore translacyon . . I have nether 
'wrested nor altered so much as one worde . . but have with a cleare 


conscience purely and faythfully translated this out of fyvo sundry 
interpreters.'*—In the prologue to the Header he says, “ it greved me 
that other nacyons shulde be more plenteously provyded for with the 
scriptures in theyr mother tongue than we,—therefore when I was 
instantly requyred though I coulde not do so well as I wolde I thought 
it yet my dewtye to do ray best ”... For the which cause . . I toke 
the more upon me to set forth this speciall translacyon, not as a . . 
despyser of other mens translacyons.*’ And further on, explaining 
why he sometimes uses different synonyms for one word, he says 
“ this maner have I used in my translacyon.” 

These phrases are surely enough to settle the question as to the 
translator and to show how groundless was the late Henry Stevens’ 
notion that the Fleming Meteren did the work of translation while 
Coverdale only revised him. It may of course be true that Jacob van 
Meteren was the person who urged Coverdale to the work, and that it 
was he who paid the cost of the printing, but the press was assuredly 
not an Antwerp one. The wood blocks may have been cut in Antwerp 
after designs of Beham and others, and the cutter is responsible for 


sx)elling Sviid on the illustration of the Tabernacle. The types of the 
quarto edition printed by Fmschauer at Zurich in I^-|£ smaller^but

The book was printed abroad—most people 
think at Antwerp—nnder the revision of John Rogers, who was then 
residing either at Antwerp or at Wittenberg. (The name Thomas 
Matthew is merely psendonymons.) The three chief woodcuts— 
namely, Adam and Eve, the allegorical title, and the one that 
procedes Isaiah, are from the same blocks as were used by Lndowich 
X>ietz in printing the Low German Bible at Liibeck in 1533-34; and 
the large flourished letters above referred to appear to be from the 
same fount of type as the similar initials found in that Low German 
Sible.

On the back of the title Jacob Kobel dedicates to Chessplayers this little woik ia 
which he prints Doctor Jacob Mennel's poem on Chess, prefixing to it his own pron 
introduction for the study of Chessplayers. Tbe title and preliminaries occupy pp. 1>9; 
the prose introduction pp. 4-11 ; MenneUs prose preface to his poem, p. 12 ; tbe poena 
itself pp. 13-34 ; the leaf which should contain pp. 35-36 is missing, but it may have 
been blank ; pp. 37-43 contain prose Problems ; p. 44 is blank. The book consistB of 
two unnumbered preliminary leaves and leaves numbered I —XX ; with signatorei 
a, 4 leaves ; A, 2 leaves ; and B-E' in fours.
